Predicts Decline 


In Food Prices 
During 1949 


OTTAWA.—The baby was the 


jonly member of the Canadian 


family to get a break on food 
prices in 1948. Prices on baby 
foods, particularly midget cans 
of strained meats and vege- 
tables, held about steady in the 
12 months, government sources 
reported. 

The report on adult foods was far 
less encouraging. With few excep- 
tions they rose throughout the year, 
reaching. their peak in October. 

An easing tendency became ap- 
parent in November, but there was 
no clear indication of a_ recession 
such as is developing in United 
States food prices. ~ 

In the U.S., retail meat prices are 
reported to be down as much as 20 
per cent. since September, while 
smaller declines have been recorded 
by dairy products, fruits, vegetables 
and fats and oils, 

Looking into 1949, authorities in 
Canada predict a decline here, prob- 
ably in the last six months, 

In Canada, the over-all food sub- 
index in the official cost-of-living in- 
dex showed a slight dip at Nov..1, 
but nothing outstanding. The read- 
ing was 204.7 against 205.4 at Oct. 1, 
182.2 at Jan. 1 and 178.7 at Dec. 1, 
1947, 

The food picture had its brighter 
side. Reports placed before the do- 
minion-provincial agricultural confer- 
ence early in December forecast a 
drop in food prices in late 1949 as a 
result of good harvests and general 
improvement in the world food posi- 
tion, 

Hume Ryerson of Brantford, Ont., 
president of the Canadian Fruit 
Wholesalers’ association, foresaw a 
“fairly stable or dropping price lev- 
el,’ for practically all vegetables 
next year. 

There was, he said, ‘definite’ prob- 
ability of a reduction in the price of 
potatoes. Plums, prunes and rasp-

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NEW SAFETY RULES 
FOR TRUCKS, BUSES 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


VICTORIA.—Trucks and buses on 
B.C. highways must carry safety 
signals in case of breakdown—just 
like trains—under new Highway Act 
regulations passed by order-in-coun- 
cil, 

Signals must include two flares, 
reflectors, fusees or red lanterns for 
use in the dark and two red flags at 
least 12 inches square for daylight. 

They must be placed 100 feet be- 
hind and in front of the vehicle in 
case of breakdown. 


The new regulations cover vehicles 
with capacity of more than nine pas- 
sengers or half a ton. 

Other new sections limit the speed 
of vehicles with solid rubber tires to 
10 miles an hour on the highways, 
and logging trucks with semi-trail- 
ers attached to 15 miles an hour un- 
less the semi-trailer is carried on 
the truck.

Today, a valley three-quar- 
ters of a mile long and 50 feet deep 
has developed. 

One engineer said he believes a 
vast bed of quicksand may lie under- 
neath the ground, Others suspect 
underground water erosion.

Of Peat Collected Along Alaska Highway 


THE CHRONICLE, CARBON, ALTA, 


To Determine Climatic Conditions 18,000 Years Ago 


EW people who travelled the 

Alaska Highway last summer 
had a stranger motive than Dr. 
Henry P. Hansen, professor of bot- 
any at Oregon State College at Cor- 
vallis. He followed this road _ be- 
cause of the hundreds of bogs or 
muskegs which to him were more 
interesting than the gorgeous scen- 
ery. Dr. Hansen was not interested 
in the vegetation growing in the 
bogs. He was examining the peat 
which had accumulated during thous- 
ands of years since water first col- 
lected in them as the glaciers melt- 
ed_ some 18,000 years ago. Strange 
as it seems, peat preserves most of 
the pollen from trees, shrubs, grass- 
es, etc., which falls into the bog each 
year. By examining the pollen un- 
der a microscope Dr. Hansen is able 
to determine the kind of plant from 
which it came, and so get a good 
idea of the climatic conditions pre- 
vailing when that particular layer 
of peat was formed, 

Assisted by Dr. John .Merkle, his 
associate at Oregon State College, 
Dr. Hansen started the survey near 
Watson Lake, Yukon Territory, and} 
collected samples at intervals all the

continued his collections along the 
main highway from Dawson Creek 
to Edmonton. He gathered addi- 


tional, samples in bogs south, east, | 


and west of Edmonton, From there 
he went to the Cariboo region of 
British Columbia, collecting samples 
northeast of Prince George and 
northward to Hazelton, which is the 
farthest north one can go in B.C, by 
automobile, except on the Alaska 
Highway. He obtained more samples 
along the east side of Vancouver Is- 
land, 

A borer specially designed for the 
purpose is used in collecting samples 
of peat, which are taken at eight to 
ten inch intervals. Not much is tak- 
en—only what will go in a six-dram 
bottle. (A dram is about a teaspoon- 
ful.) Since 18 inches of peat may 
represent the deposits of 1,000 years 
or more, it is evident that it is de- 
sired only to determine what the 
long time trends were in growth of 
vegetation. Dr, Hansen said in a re- 
cent interview that minor 
trends can be noted, but it is not 
easy to interpret them, and they are 
absorbed in over-all long period 
cycles,

Manitoba Revises 
Dried Milk Ruling 


WINNIPEG.—Companies in Mani- 
toba manufacturing dried milk in fu- 
ture can obtain their milk supplies 
from farms which do not receive 
routine inspection by the provincial 
health department, under a new reg- 
ulation passed by the provincial gov- 
ernment, 

The regulation provides however, 
that any milk produced to be con- 
sumed as fluid milk must come from 
premises licenced under the Mani- 
toba health act. 

The manufacturing process for 
dried milk renders milk from un- 
licenced premises safe for human 
consumption, health officials explain- 
ed, 

The new regulation states that no 
person shall take delivery of any 
milk for use in any milk depot, pas- 
teurization plant or milk distribut- 
ing plant from any person other 
than a person holding a valid and 
subsisting permit issued under the 
health act,

Canada’s 
Export Trade 
Is Booming 


OTTAWA. — Canada’s export| 


trade is booming, due mainly to 
greatly enlarged shipments to 
the United States, the bureau of 
Statistics said in reporting No- 
vember exports of $293,900,000 
against $253,100,000 last year. 
The November total was only 
slightly below the peacetime high of 
$307,000,000 registered in October. 
With gains over 1947 in all months 
except June, the aggregrate for the 
11 months ended Nov. 30 rose to $2, 
759,000,000, an increase of $250,300,- 
000 over the corresponding period of 
last year and only $15,900,000 under 
the total for the full year 1947, 
Exports to the U.S. in November 
reached an all-time record value of 
$163,893,000, almost 77 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding 
month last year. This brought the 
cumulative total for the 11-month 
period to a new high of $1,353,740,- 


000, compared with $928,25: in 
the corresponding period last year. 

Exports to the United Kingdom 
again were lower in November, to- 
talling $56,670,000 compared with 
$69,254,000 in the same month last 
year,

Discoverd By 
Victoria Man 


VANCOUVER.—A new star with 
}a volume 1,000 times the size of the 
sun has been discovered by a Vic- 
toria man and will be named after 
the University of B.C. 

Dr. Joseph Pearce, director of the 
Dominion Astro-Physical Observa- 
|tory at Victoria, announced recently 
he had investigated the new star in 
a series of observations through the 
year. 

In a report to the American Astro- 
nomical Society's convention at New 
Haven, Conn., Dr. Pearce said he 
placed “UBC” at roughly 60,800 light 
years from the earth. 

“That means that light from my 
star started its journey to the earth 
about 4900 B.C.—about the time 
some of the pyramids were being 
built,” he said. 

Dr. Pearce said the heat given out 
|} by “UBC” was roughly seven times 


|the sun, and is 10 times as great in 
} diameter,
